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Trustees Association in. 


Favor Salary Reduction 


The meeting of the Wetaskiwin In- 
‘spectorate School Trustees’ Associa- 
tion was fairly well attended, and 
‘several resolutions on the agenda 
were thoroughly discussed. 

Duncan MacBachern chairman of 
the Wetaskiwin Public School Board, 
welcomed the delegates and at the 
same time, briefly referred to the 
proposed new government system of 
larger municipal districts. 

V. EB. Thompson, president, also re- 
ferred at some length to the proposed 
change of our municipal districts into 
a county system and gave word of 
warning that no doubt such a proposi- 
tion would largely increase the cost 
of government, and the tax rate would 
be ultimately increased. A_ resolu- 
tion from the Larch Tree S.D. asking 
the Department of Education to 
change the agreement from having 
only the month of June to ask for a 
teacher’s resignation, back to the old 
system where each party could give 
thirty days notice to the other party 
at any time, was passed unanimously. 

Another resolution from the Larch 
Tree S.D. to the effect that the clause 
referring to the minimum salary for 
teachers of $840 per year be abolish- 
ed, was also carried. <A _ resolution 
from the Norbuck S.D. to the effect 
that the government be requested to 
have all legal cases involving school 
districts, where legal assistance is 
needed, handled by the Attorney- 
General’s Department, so far as ad- 
vising and preparing papers are con- 
cerned, to be done without charge to 
the districts, was approved by the 
meeting. Another resolution from 
Norbuck S.D. was that where the min- 
ister approved of any vacation other 
than the regular vacation, it auto 
matically suspended all teachers’ sal- 
ary payments for that vacation. This 
was carried. The resolutions will be 
forwarded to the secretary of the Al- 
berta School Trustees’  Associati 
“gor consideration at: “the: annwal “con: 
vention. 

_The election of officers resulted as 
follows: President, V. BE. Thompson; 
Vice-President, Duncan MacHachern; 
secretary-treasurer, Fred Kaiser, all 
re-elected by acclamation.

SCALING DOWN OF FARMERS’ 
LIABILITIES WANTED 


Calgary, Oct. 1—The United Farm- 
ers of Alberta executive committee, 
in session here Sunday, urged a pro- 
vincial and federal government con- 
ference to canvas the farm debt sit- 
uation with a view to scaling down 
debts of the farmers. 


Norman F. Priestly, vice-president, 


stated that it was desired that farm- |. 


ers’ debts be cn a basis commensur- 
ate with farm earning under present 
conditions. The Canadian dollar 
should be on a par with the British 
pound sterling, it was claimed. 

A petition will be prepared early 
next week and sent to the Dominion 
government and to the Alberta gov- 
ernment urging conference and em- 
bodying the monetary suggestions, it 
was stated. The petition will also 
be sent to the United Farmers of 
Canada, Saskatchewan section; the 
United Farmers of Manitoba ang the 
United Farmers of Ontario. 

The decision was reached after dis- 
cussion, which commenced Saturday 
morning and continued until Sunday 
evening. The fact that debts of 
farmers were incurred when _ prices 
of farm commodities were high, will 
be pointed out in the petition. 

“Through no fault of the farmer 
prices have slumped, but the obliga- 
tions acquired are still as high as 
when contracted and are carrying 
heavy interest charges,’ said Mr. 
Priestly. 

Under resent conditions a scaling 
down of debts is imperative if farm- 
ers are to continue, the executive 
deemed. It also declared that inter- 
est charges should be lowered and 
farmers granted exemption from pay- 
ment of certain debts.

CAMROSE RESULT 
AS: ANTICIPATED 


Cc. A. Ronning, provincial govern- 
ment candidate, has been elected 
member for Camrose on the second 
count by a majority of 400 over his 
Liberal opponent. 

The result shows’ that the en- 
trance of a Conservative candidate 
in the fight assured the election of 
the government nominee and explains 
the failure of the Liberals to win the 
Iseat. The vote also indicated what 
was claimed by the Herald some time 
ago that the ‘Conservative standard 
bearer never had a chance of carry- 
ing the riding and that his presence 
jin the field was a tactical mistake of 
jthe first order. The best he could 
do in first choice votes was but 
slightly over the thousand mark. 

Camrose has given another minor- 
ity candidate to the government ranks 
in the legislature. It has also put a 
definite check to any movement to- 
ward fusion of anti-government forc- 
es in this province. For this result, 
the Conservative leader must be held 
largelly responsible. The Conservat- 
ives did not place a candidate in the 
field in the riding in the general 
election two years ago. On that oc- 
casion the present Liberal candidate 
meade a_ surprisingly strong run 
against a popular member of the 
Brownlee cabinet. All signs pointed 
‘to Mr. Westvick’s election in the by- 
election in a straight fight. Does 
this explain the Conservative move? 

The result in Camrose is a moral 
victory for the Liberals. In _ by- 
elections any government that is 
strongly entrenched in office has a 
marked advantage over the opposi- 
tion in that a constituency wants to 
stanad in with the administration In 
lively expectation. of possible fav- 
ors. In this instance, the govern- 
ment held a trump card in the Cam- 
rose Normal School which has been 
kept open after a previous announce- 
ment by the premier that it would be 
closed as an economy measure. To 
have held their former vote under 
those conditions and against two op- 
ponents was a considerable Liberal 
achievement.—Calgary Herald.

EAR-MARKED GASOLINE 
TAX TO PAY BILL 


Calgary, Oct. 29. — Completion of 
the trans-Canadian highway by the 
end of 1933 and appointment of an in- 
dependent highway commission for 
each province were urged at the an- 
nual convention of the western divi- 
sion, Canadian Automobile Associa- 
tion here last night. 

Resolutions urging ear-marking 
of gasoline tax revenue and auto- 
mobile license receipts for highway 
construction were also adopted by 
the convention. 

In dealing with highway construc- 
tion, a resolution declared the Fed- 
eral government should give the 
provinces more assistance in this re- 
gard. It pointed out that since 1907 
the Federal government had deriyv- 
ed $500,000,000 in revenue from the 
Canadian motorists but had handed 
only $20,000,000 towards provincial 
highway construction. The advan- 
tages of providing higway  con- 
struction as part of the _ relief pro- 
jects to aid jobless was emphasized. 

The trans-Canada highway could 
be entirely completed by the erd 
of 1933 if the British Columbia and 
Ontario governments would press 
to a finish their sections of the 
highway, it was declared. The. Bri- 
tish Columbia government was. urg- 
ed to speed work on the Big Bend 
section and the Ontario government 
was asked to complete the 450 miles 
between Schreiber and North Bay.

In times of great stress such as we 
are now experiencing unfair and un- 
just criticism is frequently offered to 
governments, banks and other insti- 
tutions blaming them for the depres- 
sion.

Had that condition obtained 
in Canada we would be in an infinite- 
ly worse position than we are now. 

“The causes. of the world depres- 
sion are manjfold and include the 
following: © inténse nationalism _re- 
‘sulting i it high tariffs and trade re- 
strictions “of ‘various kinds; over- 
speculation resulting in a financial 
collapse and the customary  after- 
math; mechanical and over-produc- 
tion causing uneconomically low pric- 
es; the stupendous pile of unpayable 
war debts bearing heavily on inter- 
national trade; the ‘cornering’ of gold 
by France. and the United States. 

“oe course | the bankers of the 
fworld make extremely serious errors 
tand certainly have to share a grave 
jtesponsibility. They assumed _ that

* ABSURD ISN’T IT 


The absurdity of the present times 
is outlined in rather bitter satire in a 
brief article which Len Nesbitt says 
he read recently:

I am losing $2.22 and what about 
my seed and feed that I put in last 
spring, and my summer’s work with 
seven horses and wear and tear on 
my machinery, and myself?

READY FOR SCHOOL 


(By Barbara B. Brooks) 
Rightly begun a battle is half won. 
This is especially true of a child’s life, 
and a wise mother will make every 
possible effort to equip her child prop- 
erly and start his day right. 

Are the children starting the day 
completely refreshed after a good 
night’s rest of ten or eleven hours, 
with plenty of fresh air while sleep- 
ing? The necessity of lots of sleep 
will be realized if we remember that |§ 
the body builds while wwe rest. It isi! 
easy to tell when children have had 
enough rest ‘for early to bed makes it 
easy to rise, 

Next, did the children have time 
and appetite for a good substantial 
breakfast that will last them through 
the morning and give them clear, alert 
minds? Such a breakfast would in- 
clude, first of all, fruit or fruit juice 
to awaken the appetite and furnish vi- 
tamins and minerals. Next it would 
include cereal and milk for fuel with 
which to heat and nourish active 
young minds and bodies, and protein 
with which to build. Whole wheat 
toast or a little all-bran added to the 
cereal will supply roughage so essen- 
tial to keep body processes regulated, 
and clean and stimulate sluggish sys- 
tems. Lastly, any child’s meal is not 
complete without a glass of milk or 
cocoa, for milk is rich in protein and 
the minerals necessary for the proper 
formation of teeth and bones. 

If yours is a child with little desire 
to eat in the morning, try tempting 
his appetite rather than coaxing vit. 
Change his’ breakfast from:day to:day 
by using different fruits, a variety of 
cereals, and eggs prepared in several 
ways. It is particularly easy to se- 
cure variety in breakfasts just now 
with the goodly number of fresh 
fruits on the market.
